On the 
way. down the hay was ignited hy. his 
torch.. Reaching the. level ‘below -hint 
he dragged. the bales-out of the car 
and attempted to hurl them into:the 
sump of the second shaft, at the bot- 
tom of which is a pool of water. Be- 
fore he.could do so both the first and 
second. shafts were afire.
